In the day-time, our ere@ pofture more 
forcibly carries on the circulation of the 

lood in the extreme parts, to which 
may be added the bandage more or leis 
of ovr cloathing, of which in bed we are 
almoit entirely divefted. And in the ho- 
rizontal pofture we lic, the teet and legs, 
as the moitt extreme parts, firft grow cold, 
which (in habits where the veiiels are 
full} occafions the muicles to contract io 
fudden and violent as is futhcient to a- 
wake a perion out of fleep, and throw 
him into great agony. 

The moit immediate remedy for this 
complaint, is, to keep above the knee, a 
Arong garter with a buckle, and when 
the cramp feizes vou, to flip it as high 23 
you can up the thigh, and draw it tight. 

The ule of what the country -people 
call a pirth-web-Lolt (with three or four 
buckles and ftraps) put on round the wat 
when you go to bed, wonld prevent it; 
but that being a partial and unequal ban- 
Gage, Mey caufe pain in the head, er difs 
houlty of breathing. 

Therefore rather recommend, that 
your bed be laid gradually high to the 
bead, draw on a pair of thick fanned 

fucks,

focks, and put on a dimitty waiftcoat, fo 
fitted, that you may wear it buttoned. 
Were the complaint mine, ab/tinence 
fhoukd be my remedy; for nothing warms 
the blood more effectually tian abftemi- 
oyfnets in folid food, with moderate exer 
ce. You may be a very moderate per- 
fon in diet, but vour conititution hereby 
difcovers an error in your regimen. Do 
you eat fuopers? leave them off. If you 
eat none, vou bave taken fomething in 
the dav time that was heavy of digeition, 
or vou have crank too much finall liquors. 
Forbear (trong liquors til) four or five 
in the evening, then rink « glafs or two, 
and no more till fe: en or etaht, then vou 
mav drink to be chearful; and if you 
fmoke, take a pipe: and if you are no 
better for mv advice, 1 think T may fafe- 
ly promile you will be no worfe. W.

Near tive years ago, being from home, 
and obliged to lie upon a very hard bed 
for two nights; though I could not fleep 
whe night, through the uneafinefs of 
ny lodging, vet I had no cramp; the fe- 
cond night TI flept well, but no cramp. 
The lof: of my old tormenting companion 
for two nights together, a circumi{tance 
{had not eyperienced for years before, 
fet me on thinking what cowd be the 
caule. ¥ could not recollect any other 
aeration ia my manner of living, than 
Peng from a foft bed to a hard one, 
‘eretcre imagined thar might be the 
fable; and likewile refleéting that this 
alwavs makes its attacks 
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in the night, J guefied it muft, ina great 
meatfure, proceed from the unnatural po 
fition of the body ina foft bed, where 
the body finks down, and the feet rife up. 

I immediately fet my joiner to work, 
and made iny bed{tead regularly floping, 
fo that there was about a foot ditterence 
in height between the head and the feet. 
I likewife put a hard mattrefs upon the 
bed. My project fucceeded, and (I thank 
God) I immediatelv got rid of my price 
vous pain, which I have not felt fince, 
(near five years), unlefS a few times, 
when through miftuke of fervants, the 
feathers of the bed were left too full at 
the bottom, and by that means the feet 
railed higher than they fhould be. 

If this fhould be looked upon, by the 
learned, as trifling; yet facts are ftubborn 
things, and will not bow down to the 
moit learned and ingenious hypothefis : 
and as this is a fact I know the truth of, 
humanity obliyes me to communicate it t@ 
your correfpondent, who delires a receipt 
for the cure of this acute pain; as it ig 
highly probable that this method may give 
and others eale, im manner as it 
has done me, and they may be ailured 
that, in 2 very fhort time, by ufe, they 
will find this kind of lodging full as as 
preeable as that which is fotter, and 
where the feet he almo(t as high as the 
head. 

It may be neceflary to add, that, as the 
bed flopes fo much, fomething ought to 
be fixed at the bottom for the feet to reft 
againtt.

I thought proper in her cafe; fo that, 
having exhaufted all the refources of me- 
dicine, I had recourfe to leeches, a re- 
medy feldom emploved, though Iwas well 
acquainted with its efficacy. They had 
not been applied above twice, when that 
obftinate pain of her head was mitigated, 
and fhe found herfelf perfectly cu- 
red. During the ufe of the remedy, the 
perceived, that, as long as the leeches 
drew blood of a bright red colour, fhe did 
not find hertelf in the leaft eated ; but that 
when, by continuing to fuck, they drew 
a black and vitcid blood, fhe immediately 
found hertelf delivered from her pain.

At tat, the violence of his pains conti- 
nuing, fomebody propoted to him fome 
leeches, and applied them to the tempo- 
ral urteries; from whence thev had no 
fooner fucked out a certaim quantity of 
black and melancholic Hood, but the 
pains were afluaged. The fame officer 
experienced on another occafion the be- 
nefit of this remedy. A defluxion of 
black bile had cauted a {welling in his 
tongue, which could not be difipated by 
the utual remedies : his tonpue was hard, 
dry, without motion throvphout one half 
of its length, and contequently incapable 
of its ordinary funétions , but, the fudtion 
of the leeches having extraéted the thick 
vitcid humour, the patient entirely reco- 
vered J. S. M.D.

It has long been the prattice of wits and 
waggilh writers, to make themfelves and 
their readers merry at the expence of the 
perfonal characters of booktellers. What 
grounds the latter may have given for this, 
in other times, we know not; but certain 
it is, that in thefe days, a more generous 
fet of men can hardly be pointed out, in 
the trading world: and if we may judge of 
former booklellers, from the prelent race, 
it is probable they were always as liberal 
as the public enabled them to be. If 
Milton obtained but a trifle for the copy 
of his Puradife Loff*, that trifle was more 
than the purchafer had any reafonable 
profpect of being fpeedily reimburied, 
from the fale of his impretlion.

The pretender was, by this ftep, fatis~ 
fied that the court of France had not the 
fmalleft intention of oppofing his views 
with refpect to Portugal, with a defign 
to ferve the prince above mentioned. 
We, however, endeavoured to make bim 
fentible, that the attachinent of the Por- 
tuguele miniftry to England, would be a 
perpetual and invincible obftacle to the 
alliance he had in view. It is well 
known, that the Duke of C d had 
flattered himiclf with the hopes of fuc- 
ceeding to the crown of Portugal; and it 
is probable that thefe hopes would not 
have been difappointed, had not the more 
eminent Jefuits, and particularly the 
confefiors of the roval family, blatted this 
project. This perhaps was their princi- 
pal crime at Litbon.

Next dav, as the Spanith troops deitined 
for the fiege of this place were emploved 
in drefling a battery, a powder-mapazine 
in the town accidentally took fire, and 
blew up; by which means two breaches 
were made in the wall. and 500 perfons 
dettroved, including the inhalitants who 
unfortunately perithed. Though hoftili- 
ties were not vet begun, this determined 
Don Fapueredo, the governor, to furrens 
der prifoner of war, with his garrifon.
